7980, the employer was found guilty 
of assault (Cintentionally causing 
fear of personal injury”) and fined 
3$52,300 in punitive damages even 
though the employee was not fired 
Or retaliated against for refusing her 
employer's advances. 

EFOC 5、Sasge Rea/1，7981， 
established'that an employer can be 
held responsible for sexual harasS- 
ment by non-employees， In this 
case，the plaintiff，a lobby atten- 
dant in a Manhattan office build- 
ing，contended that by being re- 
quired to wear a provocative uni- 
form, she was subjected to repeated 
and abusive sexual harassment, The 
female employee was awarded 
$33,000 in backpay and over 
$90,000 in attorneys”fees. 

Perhaps the most significant 
landmark case was U11CJ VS. JacK- 
SO1，7981.，Here，Pprecedence was 
established to find an employer' 
guilty of creating or condoning a 
discriminatory work environment， 
Tegardless of whether the complain- 
ing employee had lost any tangible 
job benefits as a result of the 
discrimination. Prior to this ruling， 
Sexual harassment was “nothing 
more than a personal proclivity” 
and Upheld as such by a federal 
Court as late as 1976. 

Sexual harassment myths，1like 
Tacial stereotypes， perpetuate jg- 
norance. “They are based on as- 
Sumptions about men's and wom- 
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en'Ss “natural”biological and psy- 
chological make-up. They insure 
that women feel guilty rather than 
violated,”reads a section in a hand- 
book sponsored by the Commission 
on the Status of Women， 

Some of the most commonly held， 
Imyths are that wormen harassed at 
woOrk shouldn't talk about it; that 
only women in certain occupations 
are likely to be harasssed,，or that 
women who remain in a job where 
they are Sexually harassed are mas- 
oOchistic or they really enjoy it. 

“Not so,”claims Ann Yee, mem- 
ber of the Commission”s Sexual 
Harassment Committee. “Talking 
abonuit it is the first step. If victims 
don't talk about it, then it']l be seen 
IOore as a personal rather than 
SOcial problem.” According to a 
SUIVey conducted by RedpooKk Mag- 
Zi1e in 1976，88o of 9,000 inter- 
Viewed,， reported that they had ex- 
perienced one or more forms of un- 
wanted sexual advances on the job. 
JIncidences occurred regardless of 
appearance， age， race， marital 
Status，occupation， or Socio - 
economic status. 

Contrary to the myth that women 
“enjoy the harassment”are several 
emotional difficulties that victims 
Imust Overcome. Understanding 
these effects are not easy because 
“many women's reactions are 
masked or minimized.”The feeL 
ings can range anywhere from a fear 
of being blamed，beaten up by a 
Spouse，ostracized or fired; loss of

Coping with sexual harassment 
on an institutional level is “frus- 
trating,” explained Mary Tam，a 
counselor with the Center for Spe- 
cial Problems,，a project under the 
Department of Public Health. 
“We're in a double bind, having to 
protect the perpetrator and victim . 
Then for immigrant women, there”s 
very jlittle places to go.”Tam was 
critical that as far as she knew, the 
city"s Sexual，Harassment Clinic 
didn't have any Chinese speaking 
Staff，Through her limited phone 
contacts with Asian women,， she al- 
waySs Urges them to come in，bnut 
very few do,， an indication of the 
“fear to take further risks.?” 

Most evident at present is the lack 
of documentation and information 
ayailable regarding incidences 
among Asian women. The particu- 
lar cultural values affecting Asian 
Women's reactions to their work or 
study _ environment，family，and 
community, have gone virtually un- 
noticed in larger Surveys，feminist 
literature,，and local presses. Only a

WeL-Han Houn， Imusician， 
composer, critic,， Wiiter, activist and 
organizer is a man of controverSsy.

Fred Houn was borm in Palo Alto im 
1957 and moved to Amherst 
Massachusetts at SiX，where his 
father taught at the University of 
Massachusetts. IL was this first 
exposure to _ living in a liberal 
academic town that prompted the 
young Houn into “striving to be 
white.” 了 Raised with traditional 
Chinese values, Houn excelled in his 
academic studies，but in the final 
analysis, he found himself still being 
referred to as“chinky.” It became 
clear at the age of 14,， that his 
experience of “selfhatred and se] 
denial was not internal to myself but 
a _ problem with society.”Houn s 
emotional psyche underwent  a 
catharsis， He studied the Anutor- 
biography of Malcom X, in a Black 
Studies class and that became his 
strongest influence: 

Up till then，.Fred was fairly 
isolated， “The town started to 
change rapidly.Ihere were more 
and more third world students， 
which created alot of conflict within 
the town. I identified more with the 
third world students at the time.” 

One of three children， Fred took 
up music as an act of rebellion 
against the autocratic ”and 
patriarchal way in which his father 
raised him and as a rebellion against 
whilte racism.

SAN FRANCISCO The 
chemical dependency unit 
Marshal Hale Hospital，located in 
the Richmond District of San 
Francisco， is full of surprises. FEor 
example,， the wing of the hospital 
where alcohol and other drug 
abusers are treated is totally unjlike 
the image one has of a drug 
detoxification facility. 

The walls in the hall are dotted 
WwWith framed pictures, carpeting giVes 
the wing a lived-in feeling，the 
activity room looks comfortable and 
inviting and there are no bars OFT 
austere-looking rooms for patients 
Suffering severe withdrawal. 

The phrase “chemical depen- 
dency” is indicative of the 
philosophy of treatment at Marshal 
Hale. Alcohol and other drugs are 
lumped together as Similar 
dependencies that need a shared 
treatment，The alcoholic and the 
cocaine abuser, forexample. Interact

COMPREHENSIVE 
Marshal Hale Hospital offers a 
comprehensive ”chemical depen-

Scheduled to begin in May or June. 
The program managerforthetwo 
in-patient ”programs -is Barbara

admittedly that's difficult to measure 
when you are talking about drug 
abuse.” 

Robert “Raphael， chief of 
radiology for the past 30 years at 
Marshal Hale and for the past year 
until April 1 the acting administrator 
of the hospital，agrees with Sayre's 
assessment of Compcare 'sS 
CareUnit. “It really works 
beanutifully. Joint staffs provide high 
quality care， There's also a Peer 
TeviewW program.” 

ASIAN 

Raphael points out that Marshal 
Hale is situated in a district of San 
Francisco with a large population of 
Asians. The hospital realizes it nOW 
has to reach out more directly to 
reach the diverse Asian commun- 
ities. 

“We have a language pool of 
people at the hospital who speak 
multiple dialects. We have quite a 
number of Asians on OU staff 
Raphel emphasized the fact that the 
hospital has never “gone to the 
community for financial Support， 
never asked for donations，we dont 
have government grants, and yet We 
brovide service for abase costthat is 
extremely competitive.” 

But times change and now the 
hospital feels 站 must actively 
conduct an outreach effort in the 
Asian American community. “In 
today"s atmosphere it's important to 
be recognized in the community. It S 
different than even five years ago0. 
Now patients have more of a Say in 
where they go. At Marshal Hale we 
offer personalized care to OUT 
patients. They are called by name， 
not by number. This personalized 
approachis the thing we are- Imost 
Proud of.” 

TOM HSIEH 

The chairman of the board of 
trustees of Marshal Hale is SE 
architect and Democratic Party 
leader Thomas Hsieh， who has 
served on the_ board Since 1974. 
Hsieh is averyenthusiasticbackerof 
the hospital and believes ithas made 
a solid commitment to Serve the 
Asian American communities，

HSsieh believes it is extremely 
important for the Asian community 
to know about the _ chemical 
dependency Program. “ 工 he 
treatment of this illness is difficult. 
This program is unique in that 让 
involves the whole family in the care. 
Very few hospitals ofifer this type of 
Progratm. 

“Our society is drug oriented,” 
adds businessman Jack Wu, former 
member of the Northeast Mental 
Health board, “and unfortunately， 
our_ community is no _ exception. 
There is a lack of knowledge where 
our community can go for help.” 

Sayre provided some startling 
statistics aboutthe seriousness ofthe 
drug abuse problem.， Non-alcohol 
chemical dependency has increased 


accounts for $0-60 percent of the 
client population. In the adolescent 
program， the non-alcohol drug 
dependency caseload is a staggering 
80 percent. Children as young as 11- 
12 years, who began the use of drugs 
as early as 8 or 9, are drug addicts. 

Among Asians the number one 
problem is qualudes，according to 
Sayre. The drug is a depressant that 
produces a euphoric state. She

NUMBERS 

Between 1910 and 1940 the im- 
migration service records Show that 
117,023 Japanese were Processed 
through Angel Island. The number 
of Chinese processed during the 
same period is reported as 49,367， 
The latter figure reflects the Chi- 
nese Exclusion Laws enacted by 
Congress beginning in 1882. 

Some immigrants languished at 
Angel Island for over a year await- 
ing clearance. There were Suicides 
by hanging from the shower heads， 
In 1919 a full blown riot broke out 
in the barracks over living condi- 
tions， 

In 1924 the Asian Exclusion Act 
prohibited all Asian immigration 
for permanent residence. Only tour- 
ists，students and other temporary 
visitors were allowed in.
